of the few for the purpose of placing it in. the hands of the 


"Taxation shall be equal and uniform."" 
Charles A. Culberson ^never walked around a stump when 


he met a stump in the middle of the road. He a.swndcd the 
stump and then climbed down the other aide. Having a de- 
ficiency on hand, he raised the tax rate and he abolished tho 
deficit. There was a chorus of shrieks from curb-cooties' and 
so-called farmers who whittled mote in town than they plowed 
in. the fields. Then the people made Culberson a United States 
senator and they kept him there twenty-four ye'ars.

There was- not inncn doing in the Sayer's administration. The 


government just jojrjred along and everything was peaceful 
and serene.

Believes Germany 1$ Figur- 


ing on Comeback 


PARIS. May 7.—Ten thousand 40 


horsepower motors, capable of being 
transformed in a few hours into avia 
tion motor* of 400 horsc|M)tter, to 
eiiuip a gigantic fleet 
of 
bombing 


planes will be in use in Germany 
within a few months, according to aa 
air exiwrt who has just made a trip 
through that country. 


This will constitute Hie greatest 


menace to" France that has been or- 
ganized acro-s the Rhine since war 
day*. The motors were ostensibly con- 
structed for automobiles of a new Mer- 
cedes t.\ |te. several of which arc actual- 
ly circulating now in Berlin. 


The allied control commission has, 


of course, technically the noVer to put 
a stop to such activities-, but on more 
than one occasion the German art of 
camouflage has been too much fqr the 
experts. It is known that Germany is 
building immense numbers of so-called 
commercial airplanes. They are made 
in series in different factories, each of 
which furnishes only a prescribed part1. 
The pilots are being trained in Russia. 


"The new motor." declared a French 


manufacturer to whom a detailed plan 
was submitted, "pos-sesscs all the par- 
ticular details which make possible its 
transformation into an aviation motor. 
By changing the gear and the direc-j 
tion of the gasoline supply they could i 
be applied to bombing planes in not 
more than twenty-four hours.'' 


A few hours after a declaration of 


war. or before Phe world was aware 
of German}'s bellicose intentions. Mich 
a fleet could he dropping thousands of 
tons of explosives on Brussels. Paris 
and London. Once the decision to 
!»rf«k the |>eac« of Uw -world arrived 
at the German government would only 
have to commandeer the automobiles 
carrying the motors and organize the 
war' air fleet. 


It is not only in aviation that Ger- 


nny is reported to be secretly prepar- 
ing for "The Xew Day." Admiral De- 
gouy, of the French navy, who has 
hern traveling extensive!; in Germany, 
announced the other daj that1 tho.old 
naval construction factory at Frcid- 
richcsnrt. near th" Kiel Canal is turn- 
ing out thousands of "automobile tor- 
peodi-s" and a new type of floating 
mine which will make Hie next war 
on the sea more terrible than the 
\\orsi excesses of submarine warfare.
